ENTITLED TO A 
BIG COMMISSION 


On Sale Of Confiscat­ 
ed Auto Used To 
Run Liquor

State's attorneys are entitled to 
a 
ten per cent from the sale of auto­ 
mobiles 
seized in 
connection with 
vlolnt ons of the state prohibition act 
and art further entitled to a per diem 
rate for attendance in court in con­ 
nection with the sale, according to 
an opinion made public by Attorney- 
General Oscar E. Carlstrom here to­ 
day. 
The ruling was made as a result! 
of an inq uiry bv 
State's 
Attorney; 
Carey Johnson. Princeton, as to dis­ 
position 
of the 
proceeds from the 
sale of seized "wet” cars. 
Carlstrom held that the law spec­ 
ifically states that tlie proceeds must 
be treated lik e any other forfeiture 
and paid into the state treasury. 
State's attorneys, however, he said, 
are cut tied to a tee of ten i>er cent 
for participation in the sale of the 
seized car. In addition they also are 
entitled to a perdiem rau; for each 
day they appear in court in connec­ 
tion with the car’s sale. 
Seizure of the -wet" car, which is 
provided for in the state dry law, is 
construed by Carlstrom as an added 
penalty to the law. 
In another opinion, 
req uested by 
State's Attorney Homer Kasserm&n, 
Newton, Carlstrom 
held that while 
there is no law against mixture 
of 
gas and k erosene, it is against the 
law to sell volatile combustibles 
in 
such manner 
that might jei>oardize 
life or property. 
He declared ’that the mixtures of 
gas and k erosene might under a prop­ 
er state of facts constitute a viola­ 
tion. 
"If the mixture was purcliased and 
used as a k erosene, and if the gaso­ 
line in such mixture was more 
in - ! 
flammable than the k erosene, and by i 
reason of this latter fact the use of ! 
the mixture 
resulted in damage toi 
ilfe or property, I am of the opinion ‘ 
that such a sale would be in viola- | 
lion of tIre law," Carlstrom said. 


Kerosene And Gas 
Mixture Is Illegal 
Springfield, 111.. — (AP>—Although 
there is no express statutory provis 
ion against the sale of k erosene and i 
gasoline mixed, such a sale would be ! 
a violation of the law if the use of 
the mixture resulted in damage

opinion at the req uest of State’s At­ 
torney Homer Kasserman, of Newton.

ruling

ful for any person to sell petroleum 
or other lik e volatile combustibles in 
such manner or under such circum­ 
stances 
as 
will 
jeopardize life or 
property.
